We lave attached no importance to 
the rumors imputing to President 
Johnson the “intention of forcibly re- 
gisting ae Ar in case if should ro- 
solye upon hiş impeachment and sus- 
pension from office. They seem to us 
utterly peo and absurd, Yet 
they obtain ciedence m many quar- 
ters, and are widely used to excite and 
rouse the public mind ın regard to 
the pending canvass, And we see 
that Senators in Congress, who ought 
to have some regard for the dignit 
and duties of thei: position, ae lend- 
ing their author1ty to these attempts. 

_Jt might be a great outrage for Con- 
gress to impeach the President, and a 
still greatér one to suspend bim fiom 
office during trial. Possibly 1t would 
bean utterly unconstitutional procecd- 
mg. Wethink 16 would But that 
fact does not authorize the Presiden 
to pluge the nation tnto civil war fo 
the purpose of defenting it. Hes by 
no means the Protector of the realm,— 
but simply the head of the Executive 
Department of its Government. The 
Constitution defines the extent to 
which he may participate in makin 
laws It gives him a certain wegh 
and influence in dar what laws 
shall, and what laws shall not be en- 
acted. He can override absolutely the 
action of Congress, povided he has 
the concuirence ot one-third of its 
membels, but against twh-thirda he 
18 utterly powerless ‘Two-thirds van 
make a law in spite of him; and in 
regaid to all laws, made in this way 
against bis will, as well ns all madem 
the usual way by his assent, he has 
the sunple duty of seeing that they are 
taithfully executed He has not the 
faintest shadow of authority or of 
right to embariass their execution 
—3till less to 1es1ist and defeat it. 

President Johnson seems inclined 
to fegard himself as the special pro- 
tector and defender of the Constitu- 
tion, as against all other departments 
of the Government, and even against 
the people themselves. But this is 
much too broad a view of his jurisdic- 
tion. His sphere of duty is clearly 
defined in the fundamental law. He 
| 18 unquestionably right n withhold- 

ing his aid from the enactment of a 

law which he deems to be unconstitu- 

tional. He may return it with his ob- 
jections—aud there ne right and his 

duty end If Congress chooses to pass 

itover his head, 16 will become a law 

‘ nevertheless; and he has not the shad- 
ow of a right to interfere with its exc- 

* cution. He 18 not responsible for the 
laws which Congiess may enact’ con- 
trary to his objections; nor on the, 
other hand is Congress in the least de- 
gree responsible to him, Its power to 
make laws 18 fa more absolute than 
his powerto prevent them from be- 
ing made, but when made, his duty 

‘0 execute them is simple and 1mpera- 

ve, 
And this applies to all laws alike 


The Democrats are encouraging the |, 


President to beheve that he has the 
light to defend and protect Az depart- 
iment of the Government against Con- 
#ress,—to resist any attempt that may 
-be made to curtail its jurisdiction or 
weaken its authority, even though 
{hose attempts should be made in due 
iormof law. This is a great mistake, 
and if the President should be weak 
enough to act upon it, the Democrats 
would be the first to desert him. He 
can do notbing to maintain the au- 
thorlty of the Executive department 
which he cannot do to maintain that 
of Cóngress or the Judiciary. All de- 
partments stand on the same basis and 
exist by the same authorty. And 
Congress, as the law-making power, 
has the same right to enlarge, regulate 
or restrict the Rowers of the Execu- 
tive, within the limitations of the 
Constitution, as it has to 1egulate 
those of the Judicial department of 
the Government, And if in either 
case it transcends the provisions of the 
Constitution the remedy must be 
sought in the same quatter—by ap- 

to Courts of law and to the peo- 
ple at the ballot-box—not to force, in 
any form. :
